“Can you believe this job? I 
love it and I get paid for it too,” 
he said 

Vallcau was also awarded 
with the Band Director of the 


Year award in 1991, an accom¬ 
plishment he didn’t think he 
would ever top 

“This has just been an excel¬ 
lent year,’’ he said “Our (grade 
8) band just won gold in Ed¬ 
monton, and now this. 1 should 
be like Wayne Gretzky and just 
retire now ” 

As well, Vallcau’s grade 
seven band received an award 
of distinction at the Olds Kiwanis 
Music Festival and will be com¬ 
peting at provincial competi¬ 
tions in Red Deer next month 

Vallcau began teaching in 
Sexsmith, Alberta after a career 
in the military band He then 
attended university where he 
received his Bachelor of Educa¬ 
tion degree with a major in 
Music. 

Vallcau’s students were also 
thrilled with his accomplish¬ 
ments, calling it ‘ ‘cool and said 
they enjoyed his classes because 
he made them fun 


Residential development 
forum draws lukewarm

Following a brief address 
by Mayor Ray Lea and a show¬ 
ing of the updated version of 
the ‘Didsbury and You’ video, 
Jeannette Robertson gave a 
brief address on pin-pointing 
problem areas and developing 
a practical plan of action 

Contractors lobbied for 


waiving off site levies, saying 
other towns had gone that route 
in order to stimulate building of 
residential developments De¬ 
velopers contended that the high 
pnee of land in the area also 
discouraged development 
Communication snags were 
seen as an area that needed work 
Town officials who were asked 
to direct prospective residents 
to land brokers or builders were 
reluctant to single any out Dids¬ 
bury Development Officer 
Robert Wigg said it would be of 
great help to have residential 
service-oriented individuals 
compile a joint list of names 
which he could turn over to those 
who inquired at the town office 
Those in attendance 
acknowlcged such a list would

Accused ordered to undergo 
psychiatric evaluation

A Cremona man charged with 
sexually assaulting a woman in 
her Water Valley home has been 
ordered to undergo a psychiatric 
assessment 

Craig Dean Fritzlcr, 22, was 
charged last month after a woman 
was assaulted at knife point at her 
home near Water Valley After 
media attention in the case and 
investigation by Didsbury RCMP, 
Fritzlcr was also charged with a 
second count of sexual assault 
relating to an incident in Olds in 
1993. 

Fritzler made his first appear¬ 
ance in Didsbury Provincial Court 
last week, facing a court room full 
of victim supporters wearing y el¬ 


low ribbons Among the support¬ 
ers was Wild Rose Member of 
Parliament Myron Thompson w ho 
has been openly critical of the 
cnmmaljusticc sy stem in Canada 
Thompson, who retired a few 
years ago as principal of Sundre 
High School, said the victims in 
the case were past students and he 
was in court to show his support 
He said he felt the psychiatric 
evaluation was necessary 

“1 think he has got to have an 
assessment,” he said What other 
explanation can there be?” 

Thompson added that he be¬ 
lieved if Fritzlcr was found unfit 
to stand trial that he should be 
locked away in an institution 
“If he is found to be mentally 
deranged then he should not be let 
back in society again for the safety 


of the victims Wc have got to 
stop playing Russian roulette ” 
Fritzler, who had been in po¬ 
lice custody since the second 
charge was laid two weeks ago, 
was taken to the Calgary General 
Hospital for a 30 day evaluation 
He will return to Didsbury court 
on April 26

School board sets starting age 


Special to the Review 

After consideration, the Chi¬ 
nook's Hdge Regional Division of 
Schools #5 set the recommended 
starting age for children at 5 years 
of age before March 1 for Kinder¬ 
garten and 6 years of age before 
March 1 for the first grade. 

The former County of Red Deer 
#23 residents were accustomed to a 
March 1 starting age, while the 


former County of Mountain View 
residents had, in previous years, 
had a starling age date set at Sep¬ 
tember 30. 

In order to accommodate both 
traditions, the March 1 date was set 
as a recommendation to parents. 
Those parents who do not wish to 
send their children because they are 
accustomed to a September 30 cut¬ 
off date do not have to follow the 
recommendation. 


The school board said the deci¬ 
sion would allow both traditions to 
continue and place the decision 
making regarding a child’s entrance 
into formal education in the hands 
of the child's parents. Parents of 
children whose birth dates fall be¬ 
tween September 30 and March 1 
and are unsure as to whether their 
child should enter school are en¬ 
couraged to consult with adminis¬ 
tration and teachers. 


Students explore the 
world in class

Didsburv High School's Grade 
nine students have been preparing 
for a special project. Last Friday, all 
Grade nine students from DHS gave 
presentations for their latest unit. 
Explore the World Across the Cur¬ 
riculum 

In this unit, the students read 
literature and researched a country 
of their choice. For their presenta¬ 
tions they designed kiosks for their 
countries, provided food, made a

"The main objective is to ex¬ 
plore the world and learn about 
other cultures and to learn about 
travelling".

“You can’t even buy a sweater 


that didn’t just happen,” van 
Dam said. “It took a lot of hard 
work and a lot of meetings, but 
it was something that was per¬ 
ceived as a need in the commu¬ 
nity.” 

A billboard type of sign was 
suggested for erection along 
Highway 2 

“Inmsfail has that sign that 
says, ‘Inmsfail, we’vegotitall’,” 
Peters said “1 always wanted to 
drive through there and see if 
they really do ”

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Town of Didsbury residents may be in for a few shocks 
over the next few weeks as details of the town’s corporate 
review recommendations are released 

No one besides town council and employees affected by 
the accepted recommendations are aware of what exactly 
is happening in this shake up, but a shake up is something 
we can be sure of 

The need for changes was obvious and the realization 
that drastic change was going to be recommended was 
obvious even as the company charged with undertaking the 
review was completing their interviews 

That is not to say that the previous set up of the town’s 
administration was bad, it was just inefficient It is difficult 
to steer a ship when you are too busy gutting the fish 
The corporate structure has been in place for many years 
in Didsbury and change is always necessary to help keep 
perspective The draw backs, of course, are that some may 
lose jobs or have job titles changed and residents may 
choose to be unsupportive of the efforts

until we have had some time to see how they affect town

1 want to thank all the people 
who came to the Didsbury Museum 
over the past couple of years during 
which I have been the Office Co¬ 
ordinator. From August 18, 1993 
until March 17,1995, it has been my 
pleasure to show you around (or 
allow you to look on your own if you 
prefer, to point out the special things, 
answers questions, supply dates and 
find out things I didn't know And 
there was a lot I didn't know since I 
grew up in Calgary and didn't know 
the names and personal histories of 
Didsburians. 1 had a general idea 
but no details

Internationally, the main 
sources of frozen boneless lean 
(grass-fed) manufacturing beef are 
Australia and New Zealand The 
key issue is how much of this 
foreign product ought to be al¬ 
lowed into Canada and on what 
terms and conditions 

Under the new GATT agree¬ 
ment, Canada is obligated to ad¬ 
mit 76,409 tonnes of non-N AFT A 
beef and veal each year, duty¬ 
free No one has advanced any 
argument to reduce this amount 
Cattle producers and primary 
processors want to keep the vol¬ 
ume of duty-free imports firmly 
fixed at the 76,409-tonne level 
The further processors say this is 
simply not enough for their legiti¬ 
mate needs 

To document their argument, 
the further processors have gone 
to tender in Canada asking for 
Canadian supplies of the type, 
quantity and competitively priced 
product they require The tender 
went unfilled Furthermore, in

1994, Canadian firms paid a 25 
percent surtax amounting to at 
least $8 million to get some of the 
imported product they needed 
over the available import quota 
for last year 

For months now', 1 have been 
urging the two sides in this argu¬ 
ment (producers/primary proces¬ 
sors vs. further processors and 
others) to work more closely to¬ 
gether There have been many 
meetings and discussions, trying 
to find common ground Regret¬ 
tably, the last one, a very large 
and lengthy gathering in early 
February, again failed to produce 
a consensus 

So what should the govern¬ 
ment do? 

I want a solution that will help 
the further processors to keep in¬ 
vestment and jobs in Canada, 
while not prejudicing Canadian 
primary producers, packers or 
boners Accordingly , in the ab¬ 
sence of any industry-led consen¬ 
sus, I've opted for a system of 
price-sensitive supplementary 
import permits for non-NAFTA 
beef and veal 

The existing annual duty-free 
import quota for 1995 will remain 
in place at 76,409 tonnes Com¬ 
pared to last year's experience, 
this volume may provide enough 
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unteers, board members and others 
to participate. And a message on the 
answering machine asked callers to 
call me at home at any time for 
special attention or tours when we 
are not open.

This is how we got our handrails 
put on the staircases for example 
Cliff Howie donated the rails, Harry 
Penner got the hardware and Theo 
Janzen adapted and installed them 
just in time for the students' reunion 
last September The up to 80-year- 
olds who viewed their old school 
were very grateful for the handrails 
to support them as they went around 
the rooms where they got their initial 
education. 

I felt 1 was providing a service to 
the community' and felt challenged 


to make the museum better I was 
so exhilarated that I willingly and 
often interrputed a night's sleep 
because I was obsessed with an 
idea to improve a display or bet¬ 
ter label an artifact.

Former FCSS director accepts new post

Didsbury's loss has become the 
local children's community gain as 
former FCSS director Pearl Craig 
resigned her post to accept a new 
challenge. 

Beginning April 1, Craig became 
the new Community Facilitator for 
Regional Health Authority #5's of¬ 
fice of the Commissioner of Chil¬ 
dren's Services. 

Craig said community based 
service is the goal behind on-going 
amalgamation of child-onented pro¬ 
vincial departments and services in 
Alberta’s 17 regions (which match 
the new health region boundaries). 

“Within each region there will 
be a volunteer steering committee 
set up,” Craig said. “They’ll be 
working with the communities in 
each area to assess what the needs 
of the children are and how services 
might be best structured to meet 
those needs Myself and another 
community facilitator will work with 
that steering committee to help them 
in iheir work That will be happen¬ 
ing simultaneously in all 17 re¬ 
gions.” 

While Craig has been given a job 
description, specific duties are still 
being defined as facilitators work 
toward jointly drafting a plan of 


service which will require provin¬ 
cial approval before being adopted 
across the province. 

“It’s still in the development 
stage,” Craig said “We’ll be work¬ 
ing with community groups doing 
community development work; or¬ 
ganized community groups and in¬ 
formal groups of people.” 

Prior to restructuring, commu¬ 
nity services were channelled 
through the provincial government. 
Under the new system, equivalent 
funding will remain in place, with 
the new emphasis placed on region¬ 
alized, community based service. 

“We’re looking at a three year 
process- it could happen before that 
time- that the planning for the new 
system could be in place,” Craig 
said. “1 think it’s a positive move to 
go to a community based delivery 
of services. Under the integrated 
approach, justice services, health 
services and special services will be 
integrated across the traditional 
boundaries. I was attracted to that 
and excited to be a part of that whole 
process. ’ ’ 

Seeking out volunteers to sit on 
the regional steering committee will 
be one of the first steps Craig and 
co-facilitator Peter Verslyus will 
undertake. 

While relocation will not be nec¬ 
essary, Craig ’ s region stretches from 


Three Hills and Strathmore to 
Drumheller, Cereal and Cremona, 
which means extensive travel will 
be part of the job Craig’s 14 years 
of involvement with the FCSS pro¬ 


gram (split between Two Hills and 
Didsbury), in addition to a Certifi¬ 
cate in Volunteer Management and 
imminent completion of a second 
university degree (Bachelor of Arts/ 


Bachelor of Administration) will 
help provide solid footing as chal¬ 
lenges surface along the way.

What about this "Road Kill"? 


At the Legislature

Are women the big losers in the 
Klein revolution? 

A new study done by a trio of 
political scientists at the University 
of Alberta says yes 

But the loser may turn out to be 
the government's Advisory Council 
on Women's Issues Some members 
of the government say women are 
doing so well that the council should 
be shut down ahead of schedule 


That study, with the provocative 
title "Road Kill", got a lot of play at 
the Alberta Legislature in the past 
week. It was based on research done 
by two political science professors 
and a PhD student. 

"We relied on Statistics Canada 
data," says Linda Trimble, one of 
the authors, "we relied on Hansard, 
(the official record of what's been 
said at the Alberta Legislature) Al¬ 
berta Union of Public Employees 
information, and various other 
sources." 

Their argument is simple: most 
of the cuts have been made to health 
care, education, and social services, 
all sectors in which the overwhelm¬ 
ing majority of employees are 
women They found that women 
have suffered greater job losses than 
men and they found that the cuts 
have affected the nature of work 
done by women In health and edu¬ 
cation, full time jobs become part 
time jobs and part time jobs become 
casual jobs 

On a broader scale, Trimble says, 
the government's moves to tum many 
responsibilities over to the commu¬ 


nity and to families are really putting 
most of the burden on women, be¬ 
cause women do most of the work: 
caring for the sick and elderly, chil¬ 
dren, as well as volunteer work 
Trimble says the Klein government 
is relying on unpaid work by women 
to prop up the Alberta Advantage 

That result, she says, fits neatly 
with the view held by "a large chunk 
of the T ory caucus. That Dad should 
be at work, in the paid labor force 
and Mom should be at home taking 
care of the kids and volunteering 
and so on." 

Members of that caucus were not 
amused. Gary Mar, the minister re¬ 
sponsible for women's issues, called 
it a political manifesto Taber- 
Wamer MLA Ron Heirath noted 
that "you can make statistics say 
anything you want" Judy Gordon, 
from Lacombe-Stettler, called it an 
overly biased and poorly researched 
diatnbe and wondered if taxpayers 
dollars were used to write it (They 
were ) She also called on Albertans 
to complain to the university's board 
of governors 

The flap may have served to usher 


the Advisory Council on Women's 
Issues out of existence sometime 
soon. Judy Gordon is actually men¬ 
tioned in the study for suggesting 
last year that the council is a waste 
on money that should be cut And, in 
fact, it is being cut, abolished en¬ 
tirely at the end of next year. In the 
excitement over the study, though, 
Gordon revealed that caucus is dis¬ 
cussing a proposal to dismantle the 
council sooner. She says it doesn't 
represent women as a whole in Al¬ 
berta and she says she and her col¬ 
leagues are capable of raising wom¬ 
en's issues. 

Given the history of the council, 
you'd think it would at least have 
reflected the views of rural Con¬ 
servatives like Judy Gordon Ever 
since it was created, it's been staffed 
by a disproportionately high number 
of government appointees from ru¬ 
ral Alberta The chairperson's job, 
in particular, has almost invariably 
gone to a loyal, card-carrying Tory 
But many of them, like Margaret 
Leahy, have left on less than civil 
terms with the government The lat¬ 
est office holder is from the Grande 


Prairie area and when Marilyn Fleger 
was appointed not so long ago, (af¬ 
ter the job had gone unfilled for 
years), she had praise for the gov¬ 
ernment and optimism about the 
job. So what does Marilyn Fleger 
think about the "Roadkill" findings? 

"If you look at the statistics, it is 
disproportionately affecting women 
because so many women work in 
health, education and social serv¬ 
ices and so many of them access 
those services. And we need to look 
at creative and positive ways to en¬ 
sure that.women's interests and needs 
are addressed." 

She may not get that chance 

Not everyone in the government 
caucus is ready to kill the advisory 
council tomorrow, of course Cal¬ 
gary MI.A Jocelyn Burgener, for 
example, says the council "does a 1 
fine job" and she's against any plan 
to abolish it ahead of schedule 

But the betting right now is that 
it won't be long before those inter¬ 
ests and needs are going exclusively 
through government ML As

I don't remember where I found the ad for Family to Family but it 
may have been in the Calgary Herald and it was probably in early 1993 
The organization, located in London Ontario, calls itself, "Humanitar¬ 
ian Aid on a Grass Roots Level" Their aim is to match families in 
western countries with families in the former Soviet Union The reason 
for this is to encourage understanding between the two cultures while 
offering a bit of support on a personal level Things are pretty tough for 
the average family in what was the USSR and even though we 
complain about our government cutbacks we are still in better shape 
than they are 

Family to Family sent me an information package that included lists 
of things that one might want to send to one's family, labels for the 
packages, "HUMANITARIAN GIFT, NOT SUBJECT TO CUS¬ 
TOMS FEES OR DUTY," information on companies that ship things 
to Russia, (including one that ships cars in bonded containers, I was 
thinking more of vitamins and powdered milk actually!), what to do if 
your family doesn't write English, how long it takes to send a letter, 
clothing sizes, etc 

The first address they gave us was for a family in Latvia and the 
accompanying letter w as of course in Latvian I w as a bit disappointed 
but I did all the things to make contact They did not respond 1 wrote 
to Family to Family and they sent another name, Natalia Igoshina in 
Russia Natalia's letter was in excellent English, she lives in Troitsk, 
a suburban city in the forest about 15 miles from Moscow. Natalia is 
47. has a 22-year-old son Artyom who is in poor health, is separated 
from her husband and works with little children at the t rade Union 
Club She wondered why people so far away would want to help and 
she said that life in Russia varied greatly according to one's economic 
status and for some it was difficult or insufferable. In her next letter

she said that she knew very little about Canada but wanted very 
much to know more She was interested in our village, our life and 
our work Her "constant idea is that it would be lovely to have a 
garden, but we have not an opportunity to buy a ground ." She says 
that life was better under the Communists because now laws don’t 
work in Russia and the press does not check facts and often lies 

At this point we sent Natalia a package through one of the 
agencies that Family to Family had recommended Contents in¬ 
cluded salami, cheese, butter, evaporated milk, macaroni, fruit, jam, 
vitamins, cookies, tea, coffee and candy The price was fairly 
reasonable and we imagined Natalia and Artyom's pleasure and 
gratitude when the parcel arrived Natalia's next letter read in part, 
"Yesterday somebody has brought a plastic bag with food in it for 
me It was said that it was from your commission Thank you for 
your help Maybe I misled you and you think that I am starv ed, but 
it is not true We live hard and I am happy to hear you and get your 
letters That's enough for me " 

Now that Natalia and I are established as equals our letters are 
more fun She has told me her background Bom in China where her 
father was a medical officer, they moved to the Far East then to 
Georgia (in Russia of course) and then to the Russian Plain She 
studied and taught in German, but when she and her husband moved 
to Troitsk, no-one needed a German teacher so that is why she is 
teaching English, her third language, to the children at the Trade 
Union Club 

She and Artyom live in a two room apartment on the second floor 
of a nine storey building "Over me a widow lives who has bitterness 
against everything and everybody In spring and in summer we 
carefully put our heads out of our balcony because she throw down 
dirty things or pour water from her balcony." 

From this distance, slops poured from the balcony have a sort of 
slapstick humor but in real life I wouldn't think it was so funny 
Maybe we should have sent our parcel to the mean old widow It 
sounds like she needs more understanding than Natalia does 

Meanwhile this Canadian family feels a lot closer to Russia then 
it did pre-program, so I guess the organization is accomplishing it's 
aim I should drop them a note and tell them so.

tion. This word is similar to "fate"

Seed business a step towards the future

Parkland Agri Services has taken 
a step towards how they see the 
future with the opening of a new 
seed business 

AgSeeds Canada is a wholly 
owned subsidiary of Parkland, who 
recently moved their fertilizer and 
chemical company to a new loca¬ 
tion in the industrial park on High¬ 
way 2A. 

Tony Overwater, owner of Park¬ 
land, said the seed business is a 
natural progression for his busi¬ 
ness. 

‘ ‘This is an integral part of where 
our business is going It’s a new 
frontier for agriculture,” he said 
“In the 70s, when the green revolu¬ 
tion came, everybody needed lots 
of fertilizer Today everybody is 
doing a good job of fertilizing and 
killing weeds and they don’t need 
any more So we needed an area of 
growth for our business ” 

Overwater said careful thought 
about the trends in agriculture led 
his team to the seed business. 

“Giving farmers more fertilizer 
doesn't make any sense. That isn’t 
going to increase yield any more. 
But if you have a seed that is geneti¬ 
cally altered, you can increase yield. 
But we also found that in using 
some of these seeds, it wasn’t mak¬ 
ing the difference That is why we 
are working with the total soil utili¬ 
zation concept’ ’ 


Overwater said studies showed 
farmers could get better yield from 
their crops by simply planting dif¬ 
ferently, more specifically, by us¬ 
ing a random seeding pattern ver¬ 
sus a seed row pattern As a result. 
Parkland not only offers specific 
seed types, it is also increasing its 
work relationship with farmers to 
find the best method for high pro¬ 
ductivity. 

For that. Parkland is mstituting a 
program this season with a few of 
its customers Each will carry a 
computer on their combine which 
will read soil conditions, using sat¬ 
ellite technology. Overwater said 
that information will then be en¬ 
tered into a computer program in 
their office to put together the best 
planting plan for each field the 
farmer works on. 

“It will help us develop appro¬ 
priate (fertilizer and weed killer) 
blends and to see where to apply it, ” 
he said “It will also tell us what 
kind of crop is the best to be grown 
in that area 

Overwater said the advantage to 
this plan is that farmers will not 
have to increase their costs to take 
advantage of the new concepts. 

AgSeeds facilities have recently 
been installed at Parkland and in¬ 
clude a more efficient loading sys¬ 
tem, similar to the fertilizer system 
Overwater said AgSeeds will be 
offering speciality crops seeds in 
bulk and special blends by the bag.

WHAT CAN BE RETURNED? 

Now more containers than ever are returnable! Most of us know that 
pop, wine and beer bottles and cans are returnable for a refund Recent 
changes to the Beverage Container Regulations have made many more 
ready-to-serve beverage containers returnable by law (See Returns at a 
Glance for a handy list). 

As for sorting, there are three size categories to keep in mind: 

• containers that are one litre or less, 

• containers that are over one litre, and 

• beer containers 

WHAT CANT YOU RETURN? 

Milk and milk product containers, beverage boxes and products 
bought outside of Alberta are not returnable. 

REMEMBER TO KEEP THE BAG "BOXED"!

The 1995 spring and summer 
National Coaches Certification pro¬ 
gram course schedule is now in 
print The N.C.C.P. is a program 
designed to train and further edu¬ 
cate coaches across Canada It pro¬ 
vides coaches at all levels with a 
systematic way to improve their 
knowledge and skills in the theo¬ 
retical, technical and practical as¬ 
pects of coaching 

The content of the theory course 
is basic to the broader education of 
the program Topics such as leader¬ 
ship and communication, growth 
and development, psychology of 
sport, skill analysis, sport safety 
and training are covered in increas¬ 
ing depth from level 1 upwards At 
levels 1 and 2 coaches who partici¬ 
pate in all sessions will receive credit 
for that level. 

The technical component applies 
to coaching principles in a particu¬ 
lar sport. Skill, drills, training meth¬ 
ods, strategy and tactics, detection 
and correction of errors plus psy¬ 
chological preparation are some of 
the topics covered in this compo¬ 
nent. 

Following completion of the 
theory and technical components, 
the coach now takes this knowledge 
and applies it to the real coaching 
environment. This component is 
termed practical The experience 


gained from a coaching involve¬ 
ment will produce the desires for 
more information found in higher 
level courses

Advertising: Few organizations 
operate with large advertising budg¬ 
ets. If you plan to purchase advertis¬ 
ing space or air time, allocate your 
money fairly among the media. For 
example, it is not fair to place news¬ 
paper ads and expect the radio sta¬ 
tion to provide free air time The 
alternative is free advertising via 
local business store fronts and other 
avenues. It has limitations includ¬ 
ing size, location and audience 
reached Weigh alternatives care¬ 
fully. The success of your group's 
event may depend on it. 

Alternative Publicity Tech¬ 
niques: Full scale publicity does 
not have to stop at the press release 
Posters, flyers and brochures can be 
produced at low cost and distrib¬ 
uted through local businesses, di¬ 
rect mail, libraries, etc Other ideas 
could include displays at shopping 
centres, schools, community events, 
slide presentations, speakers, bu¬ 
reaus, ads on restaurant placemats, 
other organization's newsletters, 
banners and much more Know what 


your message is, who the intended 
audience is and decide which tech¬ 
nique or combination of techniques 
is best One of the strongest promo¬ 
tional tools is word of mouth. The 
promotion committee should en¬ 
sure that everyone is well-versed in 
all the activities in order to be effec¬ 
tive promoters.
